Mr. F.. T. Courtney, Mri L. Carter, and 
Mr.. A. J. Cobham, who had hech close 
together, hegam to spread out, and with 
Mr. Carter's retirement, due to a broken 
wire in his under-carriage, and the con- 
tinued fine performance of’ Mr, Court-, 
ney, who was maintiining sufficient. lead 
to ensure victory (bar mishaps), the chicf 
point of interest centred on. flying times 
and second and third places.
